models  in  the  tobaeeo  shed,  and  stated*  in  aubstanoe*  tnat  the  objects  had 
bean  there  during  the  five  years  that  he  had  lived  on  the  farmi  that  they 
were  no  oonoern  of  hie  and  he  nad  paid  no  attention  to  then.  }ji  knew  noth- 
ing about  the  models  that  would  contribute  to  this  investigaticn* 

Two  models  were  found  in  the  tobaoeo  shed  on  the  lypton  Fam*  One 
model*  an  auto-^iro  type  plane*  had  baen  manufactured  by  the  Gray  Goose 
Con^any*  CAUai^^L  sold  stook  in  this  model,  oonplotod  the  e3q>erl£iental 
mo'.el  and  is  reported  to  have  flonm  the  model  for  from  five  to  ten  minutes 
and  reao’ied  an  altitude  of  approxinatoly  60  ft*  Tix>  other  node!  was  built 
by  the  l!otor-f Icme  C03i^>iuiy  and  did  not  reach  the  flying  etAi^e  in  ita  develop- 
ment before  CAUa^GLL  rvyatariously  vanished*  It  is  believed  that  the  Gray 
Goose  was  lioensed  \inder  CAA  Ijcpsrlaental  mo*  i«>;99Y*  The  following  is  a 
physioal  deserlption  of  the  Gray  Goose i 
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th«  Oray  Goasa  had  an  orarall  langth  of  approxlmatalv  14  ft*« 
with  a rather  oonTentlonal-type  fueelage*  A 9-oyllnder,  46 
horeepower  rreaoh  enf^ina  (SoosreonT)  waa  mounted  on  a oonren- 
tlonal  front  fuaelage  engine  mount,  drlrlng  a oonrentlonal 
tiro-blade  wooden  propeller*  The  model  had  no  winga.  but 
poaalbly  had  atabllltlng  alrfolla  located  in  the  general  wing 
poaltlon*  The  fuaelage  wma  a alngle  oookplt.  trloyole  land- 
ing gear  affair,  with  a high  aquare  Tertloal  atabillser  and 
arced  rudder*  A aprlng  ateel  tall  akld  waa  mounted  to  the 
rear  bottom  of  the  fuaelage.  and  aoroe  type  of  horiaontal  ata- 
blllaera  were  attached  to  the  fuaelage  near  the  conventional 
poaltlon*  Xheae  horiaontal  atablllcera  appeared  to  be  mounted 
away  from  the  fuaelage  on  an  "A"-type  frame,  and  one  Infomant 
abated  that  t!ie  Inventor  had  "aoma  type  of  a craay  rig  aa  far 
aa  ailerona  were  oonoemed*"  The  cockpit  contained  an  alti- 
meter. a taohometer.  an  oil  preaaure  guage.  a fuel  preaaure 
guage  and  three  blank  inatrument  apaoea*  The  plane  iraa  con- 
trolled by  oeana  of  a atlok  and  rudder  pedala*  The  fviaelage 
oonatruotlon  oonaleted  of  three-quarter  inch  welded  ateel  tub- 
ing. covered  with  aircraft  fabric*  Kounted  on  a tripod  above 
the  fuaelage  waa  a dlak.  approximately  14  ft*  in  dlaaeter* 

Thla  dlak  reaei^^led  two  dinner  platea  face  to  face,  with  a 
winder  cord  of  12**  and  an  outer  cord  of  6***  The  dlak  waa 
built  of  reinforced  plywood,  atrlpped  with  aluminum  on  the 
edgea  and  oovered  with  aircraft  fabric*  A center  revolving 
axle  waa  controlled  by  on  esqpander-type  brake*  Four  airfoil 
bladea.  approximateXy  5 ft*  In  length  and  12"  In  width  were 
attached  to  the  cardinal  polnta  of  the  dlaka*  Preaent  con- 
dition indloatea  that  theae  bladea  could  be  controlled,  there- 
fore making  It  poaaible  to  change  the  pitch*  The  bladea  were 
of  alrfoll-^rpe  oonatruotlon  with  a cord  of  S"  on  the  leading 
edge  and  S/4"  on  the  trailing  edge*  The  leading  edge  waa 
•tripped  with  copper  and  the  blade  waa  oonatruoted  of  pollahed 
hardwood*  Prom  preaent  appearanoea.  the  dlak  waa  free  rotating 
and  waa  given  ita  momentum  by  prop  bleat  and  forward  thruat* 

The  engine  had  been  removed  from  the  fuaelage  and  waa  no  longer 
on  the  premlaea* 

The  rotor-plane  waa  In  a bad  oondltion  and  waa  not  iisnedlately  identi- 
fied aa  being  a aecond  model*  Very  little  of  thla  model  la  now  available 
for  atudy*  The  model,  aa  it  exlata  today,  ccnalata  of  a plywood  and  ateel 
reinforced  cylinder,  approximately  14  ft*  in  diameter  and  3 ft*  In  depth* 

Six  airfoil  bladea  of  tho  aame  type  aa  were  uaed  on  the  Gray  Gooae  were 
alao  found*  Theae  bladea  are  approximately  8 ft*  In  length*  Two  banda.

IJr*  DRIGGERS  stated  that  CAIX^TELL  had  no  cnglneerir4g  or  mechanioal 
ability,  but  possessed  an  inventive  genius  for  thinking  up  new  ideas, 
and  it  was  only  after  a great  deal  of  persistence  on  the  part  of 
DRIGGERS  that  CALDTiELL  engaged  the  help  of  Professor  Z,E<VIS  CROCUS, 

Head,  Department  of  Aeronautics,  Catholic  Ohiversity,  Vtashington,  D«C* 

Dr*  CROOKS  tested  the  circular  airfoil  for  the  Gray  Goose  Corporation 
and  reported  that  the  airfoil  possessed  an  exceptionally  large  lift 
ooeffioiency*  Mr*  DRIGGERS  further  stated  that  he  y^'as  tl.e  pilot  that 
tested  this  airplane  on  8 Tiarch  1939  on  the  old  Benning  Race  Track* 

The  test  resulted  in  damage  to  one  of  the  landing  gears  after  a flight 
of  about  one  minute,  during  which  time  the  plane  rose  to  a height  of 
approximately  forty  (40)  ft*  above  the  ground*  The  test  report  of

included  the  disk  rotor  model*  ^'T*  DRIGGERS  further  stated  that  CAUT.TELL 
owad  WALKER  approximately  ill, 000*00  back  rent*  Several  months  later, 
CAIDWELL  purchased  the  plane  model  and  all  of  his  tools  from  '.VALKER  for 
i»500*00*  It  was  necessary  for  DRIGGERS  to  institute  suit  against 
CAIDWSLL  in  order  to  collect  his  rages.  In  the  meantime,  CAID7TELL  had 
moved  to  Glen  Biimie,  Maryland,  and  resumed  hie  activities.  About  this 
time,  the  Gray  Goose  Company  was  declared  bankrupt  and  stock  v;as  re- 
issued in  the  name  of  Rotor- Plane,  Ino*  Kr,  DRIGGERS  made  available 
to  the  agents  of  the  4th  OSI  District  all  data  and  written  material 
which  he  possessed*  Thotostats  of  pertinent  data  will  be  forwarded 
with  a later  report* 

Qi  23  August  1949,  the  records  of  the  University  of  l!arylsuid 
were  checked  by  Special  A^ent  SDiVAiu)  S*  LE0I<ARD,  and  revealed  that 
CARL  DAVIS  CAIiX'/ELL  attended  the  University  of  ?!aryland  from 
20  SepterOer  1937  to  28  January  1936*  Reason  for  voliuitary  withdrawal 
was  stated  as  111  health  and  financial  trouble*  The  birth  date  of 
CARL  CALDliVELL  was  listed  as  17  July  1917,  l^wlston,  ^.lontana*  CALD.^LL 
previously  attended  Roosevelt  High  School,  7«ashlngtoa,  C*  C*,  and  grad- 
uated from  that  institution  in  January'  1937*  Address  at  ti:ae  of  matri- 
oulation  from  tho  College  of  engineering,  IMiversi^  of  Isuyland,  was 
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given  as  4206  military  Road,  U«7T,,  V/ashingtcn,  D«  C*  Occupation  of 
father  was  listed  as  manager  of  Gray  Goose  Airways,  Inc*  Ko  further 
correspondence  has  been  maintained  with  SUBJECT  by  the  University  of 
Maryland*  There  is  no  record  of  further  educational  institutions  at- 
tended*

"The  Caldwell  helicopter  is  the  product  of  many  years  of  research 
and  experiment,  to  introduce  a cheap  safe  and  cor.veniont  gen- 
eral utility  aircraft  of  rotating  wing  t;^,  capable  of  taking  off 
and  landing  in  a small  yard  or  on  the  flat  roof  of  a building* 

"A  laboratory  model  was  first  constructed  and  equipped  with  an  elec- 
tric motor*  It  lifts  more  than  52  lbs*  vertically,  per  horse  power. 
Using  this  as  basis  for  formula,  a Ford  V8  motor  should  lift  approxi- 
mately two  tons* 


"Its  great  simpliel'^  of  structure  and  design,  mechanical  movements 
and  controls,  sets  it  entirely  apart  from  either  German  or  French 
machines  already  flying,  ^ass  production  should  make  it  much 
cheaper  to  build  than  an  automobile* 

"Two  sets  of  rotors  revolve  in  opposite  directions  around  the  body 
of  the  ship*  They  are  power  driven  in  ascent  and  eerodyramically 
driven  in  descent*  Natural  forces  alone  will  drive  the  rotors 
fast  enough  to  lower  the  ship  slower  than  a parachute*  T^ien 
natural  forces  can  be  relied  upon  for  safe  landing  power,  flying 
then  will  become  the  ssifest  of  all  forms  of  transportation* 

"Directional  control  is  attained  by  changing  the  angle  of  the 
blades  of  one  set  of  rotors  with  respect  to  the  other  set* 

Forward  and  reverse  motion  is  accomplished  with  a tilting  neohanism* 
Slippage  takes  place  toward  the  lower  side*  this  method  the 
advancing  blades  are  riding  down  grade  and  the  retreating  blades 
are  gaining  altitude*  Birds  have  always  used  this  principle  of 
flight*  It  is  nature's  swiftest  and  cheapest  transportation  method* 


"The  bottom  of  the  helicopter  is  water  tl^ht*  It  is  designed  to  take 
off  and  land  on  both  lard  and  water.  *.7e  believe  it  will  be  as  easy 
and  safe  to  operate  as  an  autc-i^bile  and  that  anyone  accustoned  to 
drivlnj  a car  it  In  a few  hours* 
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"By  U8IT13  a V8  ?ord  !'otcr  or  It*  equivalent  for  a power  plant,  it 
should  have  a speed  around  one  hundred  miles  per  hour  and  a fo’ir 
or  five  passenger  ship  should  sell  for  less  than  the  lower  priced 
automobiles*" 

On  24  August  1949,  Special  A^ent  BSUC  intervlowed  Dr.  LOUIS 
tl.  CROC!<$,Head  of  the  Department  of  Aoronautios,  Catholic  University. 
Professor  CHCOKS  stated  that  a complete  report  of  disk  airfoils  wos 
on  file  in  a UACA  article  published  in  1S29  under  the  title  "Low 
Aspect  Ratio  Ving."  An  airplane  very  similar  to  CALD.'/SLL's  disk  rotor 
helicopter  had  been  built  in  1931  by  a ?!r.  hK.’STr.,  Chicago,  Illinois. 
This  plane,  powered  by  125  horsepower  engine,  has  T^dc  many  successful 
flights  and  is  still  flying.  Professor  CHCOICS  stated  that  CALJ/^LL^e 
idea  was  not  ne**,  that  he  was  not  an  inventor  In  the  true  sense  of 
the  wordj  and  that  ho  possessed  no  engineering  knowledge.  OROCBD 
further  stated  that  he  explained  the  above  information  to  CALD.TCLL  and 
told  him  that  he  was  working  on  an  old  idea.  Professor  CROOKS  stated 
that  in  exhaustive  wind  tunnel  tests  that  liave  boon  conducted  during 
the  past  b-venty  years  the  lift  ratio  of  the  circular  airfoil  has  al- 
ways proved  very  high.  However,  aircraft  models  utilising  this  type 
of  wing  have  not  been  able  to  overcome  the  problem  of  lateral  control.

ODD  FLAILS  TEST  !EAR3 


FORT  CHESTBH,  N.  Y.  — A now  type  oirplane,  decignod  to  rise  vor- 
tloalTy  from  the  ground  and  remain  virtually  motionless  at  any  piece 
the  pilot  chooses,  hf.3  been  built  by  tr/o  inventors  from  France  work- 
ing secretly  in  a secluded  bam  near  Ridge  Street  here.  Ti’ork  on  the 
odd  craft,  riiioh  lias  no  wings,  has  been  ccnpleted  and  a test  flight 
is  planned  soon. 

The  plane  looks  like  six  ferris  wheels  clustered  around  an 
ongine  and  mounted  on  a lightweight  autoaobilo  ohasis.  In  a preview 
to  visitors  who  hurdled  a high  barbed  wire  fence  on  which  were 
posted  signs  to  l»ep  away,  the  inventors  reluctantly  demonstrated 
how  the. huge  wheels  would  turn  at  a speed  of  200  revolutions  a minute 
and  perhaps  lift  the  plane  skyward.  By  shifting  a lever,  the  plane 
would  move  forv^rd,  backward  or  sideways,  the  inventors  said. 

The  **ferris  wheels'*  extended  from  the  engine  la  every  direction 
end  attached  to  each  are  three  blades  to  serve  as  dippers  In  the  air. 
With  each  downward  thrust  they  are  expected  to  lift  the  plane.  As  the 
blades  pass  uprard  their  pltoh  is  changed  to  cause  the«r  to  slip  through 
the  air.  Bicycle  chains  serve  to  transmit  power.  In  a brief  test,  the 
inventors  said,  they  had  to  struggle  to  hold  the  plane  on  the  ground. 

The  oraft  ie  about  20  feet  high  and  25  feet  wide  and  long.  It  is 
made  of  wood,  steel,  aluminum  and  canvas.  The  power  plant  is  a 98- 
horsepower  ^Tright  engine. 

Henri  van  Zandt,  one  of  the  inventors,  said  he  received  the  in- 
spiration 12  years  ago  while  watching  a ferris  wheel  in  Farie,  where  he 
was  a manufacturer.  Louis  Chequet,  the  other  inventor,  became  inter- 
ested later* 

Ur.  Van  Zandt  said  a miniature  model  of  the  plane  was  demonstrated 
in  Washington.  The  advantages  of  his  craft  would  be  many,  he  contended. 
Fanners  could  fly  at  low  levels  and  spray  their  crops,  he  explained. 
UotioD  picture  camera  men  could  remain  motionless  over  a scene  and 
ordinary  eitisens  could  go  on  Sunday  jaunts  at  altitudes  of  10  to  100 
feet. 


Ur.  Chequet  iraa  boro  in  France  and  Ur.  Van  Zandt  has  lived  there 
most  of  his  life  although  he  is  an  Amerioan  oitisen.  They  came  to  this 
country  about  four  years  ago  to  file  patents  on  their  inventions  and 
to  build  the  plane.  The  work  was  begun  at  Richmond  Hll'*,  Queens,  and 
was  transferred  to  Port  Chester  six  months  ago.

sunny  with  a gentle  breese  from  the  Iiorthwest,  and  oonditlons  favorable* 

4 series  of  runs  was  made  both  up  and  down  wlr^,  at  various  speeds* 

The  nose~wheel  proved  to  be  stable  at  speeds  approaching  20  miles  per  hour* 
but  at  low  speeds  was  less  stable*  A pair  of  cables  and  springs  were  then 
attached  to  the  nose^wheel  fork  in  such  a nanner  as  to  tend  to  hold  the  wneel 
In  a fore’*and'aft  line,  and  the  taxiing  tests  were  otfitinued  with  the  follow* 
tng  results  I 

There  was  a noticeable  is^roveraent  in  the  directional  stability  of 
the  noae*wheel  at  the  lower  speeds,  and  no  dlsoerrible  differonoe  in  stability 
at  the  higher  speeds*  A rxm  was  then  made  at  a speed  assumed  to  be  near  that 
neoessaiy  for  take-off,  and  the  pilot  and  undersigned  witnesses  all  agree  that 
the  airplane  left  the  ground  at  least  a foot  and  a half  and  flew  for  sosio 
dlstanoe*  It  settled  back  to  the  ground  easily  as  the  throttle  was  closed,  and 
gave  no  indication  of  the  lack  of  control  whioh  was  disoovered  on  the  next 
attempt* 

In  the  aeacwhlle  the  breese  had  shifted  to  the  Southwest,  and  the  next 
run  was  made  in  an  opposite  direction  to  those  previous*  The  pilot  had  no 
thought  of  taking  the  airplane  into  the  air  more  than  a foot  or  two  and  did 
not  even  fasten  his  belt*  While  taxiing  at  about  35  miles  on  hour  the  airplane 
suddenly  left  the  ground,  ssoended  at  a very  steep  sngle  to  a height  of 
approximately  25  feet,  fell  off  in  a left  turn  ar^  struck  the  ground*  Th<»  left 
side  landing  gear  leg  received  the  full  force  of  the  fall,  and  oollapsod*  Cu 
rotor  vane  also  struck  the  grotni,  and  there  was  other  minor  damage* 

In  this  involuntary  take-off  the  airplane  ballooned  upr:ard  with  startling 
rapidity,  and  efforts  to  oorreot  its  attitude  by  usual  disposition  of  the 
controls  were  vuiavidling*  The  diso-rotor  which  was  unlocked  during  these  tests, 
began  to  rotate  during  the  fall,  aooording  to  the  witnesses*  The  pilot  was 
Ij^rsssed  by  the  slcrwness  of  the  fall  end  toe  not-too-violent  impaot  with  the 
ground*

2*  The  airplane  has  smpls  horsepower* 

3*  The  airplane  lacks  both  lateral  and  longltiidensd  control  and 
Is  therefore  unsafe  until  these  faults  are  corrected* 

RecosBoendations 

I*  An  accurate  model  of  the  preseot  airplane  should  be  put  through 
ooB^lete  and  eoaprehensive  tests  in  a reputable  wind-tunnel  to 
asoertain  the  travel  of  the  center  of  pressure,  the  direotion 
and  magnitude  of  lift  and  drag  forces  and  veoliors,  the  necessary 
area  and  placing  of  the  elevators,  and  a more  praotloal  means  of 
lateral  control*

The  house  which  Caldwell  rented  at  4205  Military  noad  !^*<i*  is 
now  vacant*  I contacted  the  owner  (at  3615  Cumberland  Street,  !T.;7*) 
and  was  Informed  that  the  Caldwells  moved  out  !lay  1st*  and  left  no  for- 
warding address*  This  party  (name  not  ascertained)  stated  that  a 
letter  had  since  been  received  from  -Its*  Caldwell  promising  a *”eetlng  in 
the  near  future*  I gathered  that  Caldwells  skipped,  owing  some  rent* 

I went  to  the  City  Post  Office  and  tried  to  ascertain  if  a forward- 
ing fddress  had  been  left,  either  for  the  company  lock-box  (if652)  or 
their  personal  mail,  but  this  information  was  denied  me*  I then  went 
to  the  office  of  the  Postal  Inspector  and  related  the  whole  story*  An 
assistant  to  the  Chief  Clerk  there  stated  that  If  you  would  write  in  as 
my  attorney  requesting  this  information,  there  is  a possibility  it  would 
be  made  available  to  you*

This  man  gave  no  Indication  that  he  was  aware  of  being  fol<- 
lowedi  however,  it  occurs  to  me  that  he  took  a strange  route  if  Anna- 
polis or  that  seotion  was  his  ultimate  destination*  Villi  try  again 
next  week  if  we  do  not  learn  something  in  the  interim* 

The  building  they  occupied  in  Catonsvllle  is  rented  thru  Chas. 

H*  Stef fey,  336  North  Charles  Street,  Baltimore*  There  is  a possibi- 
lity Stef fey  knows  where  his  late  tenants  have  gone* 

None  of  the  stockholders  in  this  area  have  any  knowledge  of 
their  whereabouts*  Svery  act  of  this  outfit  indicates  that  they  axe 
out  to  beat  the  public;  if  we  catch  up  with  them  again  would  suggest 
that  no  leniency  be  shown* 

Gray  Goose  account  used  to  be  in  the  l^AcLachlen  Banking  Corp*, 

10th  and  G*  Streets,  N*T/*  The  airplanes,  engines,  tools,  materials, 
etc*  which  thoy  abandoned  in  the  old  shop  at  923  Kenilworth  Ave*,  K*E* 
was  sold  at  public  auction  last  Friday  under  orders  of  the  U*  S*  Marshal, 
to  apply  on  the  rent  claim  of  H»  C*  ITalker  end  Son,  owners  of  the  build- 
ing.
